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JAPAN MUST “SAVE FACE” 
D ew itt MacKenzie, Associated Tress Foreign Affairs Analyst 
The mystery of the moment—whether Russia is 
coming into the war against Japan—has brought me 
the intriguing suggestion that if Moscow should m ake 
this move, or even threaten to do so, it might give 
Nippon exactly the excuse she needs tor surrendering 
without too much loss of face. 
This thought comes from my colleague, Victor Eu­ 
bank, now as Associated Press financial columnist but 
formerly AP chief of bureau in Tokyo, and incidentally 
also one-lime chief of bureau in Moscow. He points out 
that with the Soviet Union’s entrance into the conflict 
the Japs could manufacture the excuse: 
“We could have beaten America and Britain all rignt, 
but no nation in the world could stand up against the 
American-British-Russian combination. So we are sur­ 
rendering rather than subject our country to this ell ort. 
Face-saving is an item of moment in the life not 
only or Japan, but of the whole Orient. It is an obses­ 
sion of all ranks, from the coolie to the emperor and 
to the state itself. 
Loss of face is one of the worst 
things that can happen to the individual or to the 
country as a whole. 
Japanese generals and admirals commit hari-kiri to 
“save face”, after they have “dishonored 
their em­ 
peror by failing to achieve the task to which they are 
assigned. 
Guards are maintained %bout the crater of 
the extinct volcano of Fujiyama to prevent Japs from 
jumping into the bowels of this sacred mountain to save 
face. 
It all adds up to the certainty that the mikado's 
government and the military chiefs will strain every 
nerve to find a face-saving expedient before surrender­ 
ing. On that basis it may be that a Russian threat, or 
declaration of war, would indeed provide the necessary 
incident. 
We ought to know soon what Marshal Stalin has 
decided. 
We learn through an Associated Press dis­ 
patch from Potsdam that the belief prevails in sources 
close to President Truman that he has achieved a sub­ 
stantial accord with the Russians on impending devel­ 
opments in the Japanese war. What that accord may 
be is left to the imagination.

A DIFFICULT JOB WELL DONE 
Most Americans aie prepared to join enthusiastically 
now’ in seconding the statement that the Women's Army 
Corps has made an outstanding contribution to the vic­ 
tory already gained, as well as to the victory still to be 
gained, in the global war. 

More than a 
little skepticism existed when tim organization was iii 
the formative stages. More than a few people didn’t like 
the idea of trying to make soldiers out of women.

"Y\ omen had better bestir 
them selves if they want the 
peace foundations laid at San 
Francisco to stick", says one 
of their leaders who attended 
the 
world 
security confer­ 
ence. She is M argaret Hickey, 
president 
of 
the 
National 
Federation of Business and 
Professional Women's Clubs 
and chairman of the women’s 
advisory com m ittee of the 
War Manpower Commission. 
"This is no time to sit back 
and relax", she says. 
"We 
have 
the 
blueprint 
for 
a 
peace machinery, but not the 
reality. 
W e have to make it 
hold together. 
And for all 
this women have a tremend­ 
ous responsibility. 
’H istory proves that what 
tao people demand, they get. 
Peace will hold according to 
the force of public opinion. 
Women can do a great deal 
here through the education 
of 
their 
children, 
through 
discussion at their dinner parties and study in the home, a id 
through lively com m unity activities. 
Just consider what can be 
done at, a series of good church suppers followed by round-table 
discussions and you will see the power women can wield for peace 
if they put their minds to it.
